Pontiff will personally present the 
biretta to the other new Cardinals. 


The presentation of the birettas 
is one of the three principat events 
in the colorful and traditional rites 
that accompany the creation of new 
members of the Sacred College. 
The others are in the Secret Con- 
sistory, scheduled for January 12, 
when the Pope will address the Sa- 
cred College, and the Public Con- 
sistory on January 15 in St. Peter's 
Basilica, when the broad-brimmed 
Red Hat, symbol of cardinalatial 
dignity, is imposed by the Pope on 
the new Cardinals. 

It is expected here, although it 
has not yet been officially an- 
nounced, that this ceremony in St. 
Peter’s will be somewhat different 
from the one in 1946 when 32 new 
Cardinals were created. The pre- 
sentation of the Red Hats will 
probably take place at the so-called 
Altar of the Chair, in the apse of 
the basilica; rather than at a speci- 
ally built large raised platform 
above the “Confession” in front of 
the main Papal altar. 

This would concur, it is Said 
here,. with the recent regulations 
issued by the Pope which reduced 
by half the length of the cape worn 
by Cardinals, dispensed with the 
train of the cassock and substitut- 
ed wool for the traditional silk.

“We cannot admit ... ,” the 
group declared, “that in a public 
system of education the state 
should have the unchallenged ri 
to monopolize all the hours du 
which a boy or girl receives in- 
struction five days of the week.” 

It went on to say, however, that 
“those who promote parochial 
schools should accept the respon- 
sibility to provide full support for 
those schools, and not expect to 
receive subsidies or special privi- 
leges from public authorities ... 

“The solution of the problem 
lies in loyal support of our public 
schools and in increasing their 
awareness of God, rather than in 
state support of parochial schools.” 

The Catholic Bishops, in their 
recent statement, said that when 
the state makes more difficult the 
task of parents in rag reli- 
gious instructions for their chil- 
dren in parochial schools by de- 
priving them of their right under 
the federal constitution to auxil- 
iary school services, “this can only 
be regarded as an utterly unfair 
and short-sighted policy.” 

And where the Catholic hier- 
archy had found the public schools 
dangerously secularized, the Pro- 
testant message declared: 

“It is unfair to say that where 
religion is not taught in a public 
school, that school is secular or 
Godless. 

“The moral and cultural atmos- 
phere in a school and the attitude, 
the viewpoints and the character 
of the teachers can be religious and 
exert a religious influence without 
religion necessarily being taught 
as a subject.” 


Exalts Irreligion 


In apparent consonance with the 
Bishops’ statement, the national 
council decried the current trend 
toward secularism. “A _ typical 
secular state,” it said, “by reject- 
ing the reality and authority of 
God and the relevance of religion 
to life, depreciates religion and 
exalts irreligion. Furthermore, 
secularism can take. on the char- 
acter of a positive religion, as it 
has in certain modern states, 
whether of the communist or 
fascist type. When this happens, 
a state tends to assume divine pre- 
rogatives and commits _ satanic 
crimes.” 

In other sections of the letter, 
the group also said: 

1. That Christians have a re- 
sponsibility to support the United 
Nations against “mounting criti- 
cism” and efforts to undermine the 
work of the organization. 

2. “The restriction of religious 
liberty in Spain and Colombia and 
lands under communist domination 
and by racial discrimination in the 
United States and South Africa” 
are distressing violations of human 
rights. 

3. That conscientious expression 
of ideas, even those appearing to 
be in error, must not be dealt with 
by “character assassination, arbi- 
trary measures or unjust economic 
and social pressures.’ 

4. That “men and women of 
faith” should enter public service, 
even at personal cesiem, to bring

A Priest Argues 
With Chinese Police 


According to a Maryknoll mis- 
sionary on the spot when the Com- 
munists finally seized control of 
China, ten per cent of the teachers 
in Catholic mission schools and 
fifty per eent of those in public 
schools, turned out to be Reds! 
Father Mark A. Tennien, Mary- 
knoll Missioner who worked 
among the Chinese people for 23 
years, reveals how the Commun- 
ists transformed the country into 
one huge spy factory in his new 
hook, “No Secret Is Safe.”

“Probably I was the only Ameri- 
can ever forced to take the regular 
indoctrination course in a Com- 
munist country,” points out Father 
Tennien, in his book. “Certainly I 
was the only American priest 
ever subjected to the course. They 
no diplomas, though I 
passed all the examinations in 
Communist songs, doctrine theory 
and other phases of their system.”

there Was a good deal of envy, too. | 
I often wished that I had been 
born a Christian. Perhaps it was 
that vague yearning, dormant for 
sO many years, that would finally 
awaken me to action that would 
lead me to salvation. 


High school and later college 
changed my views about Chris- 
tians. Up until I entered high 
school, I hadn’t differentiated be- 
tween Catholics and Protestants. 
All Christians were Christians and 
were to be avoided. Now I began 
to notice that Protestants looked 
upon Catholics as idolators, and 
Catholics, for their part, had no 
great love for Protestants. This 
was rather unfortunate because it 
developed in me a_ skepticism 
about all established religions, my 
own included. 


When college was over, I took 
an examination for a license to 
teach in the elementary schools of 
New York City. I was appointed 
soon after to a school in Long 
Island City, that was overwhelm- 
ingly Catholic. I was the only Jew 
there, but I got along very well 
with everybody. I remember fre- 
quent discussions with some of the 
militant Catholics and, though they 
failed to convert me, they chang- 
ed my attitude about Catholics 
considerably. 1 admired their un- 
questioning beliefs, but I was too 
smug in my own skepticism to rec- 
ognize the truth they were striving 
so hard to reveal to me. 


When World War I broke out, I 
enlisted and was sent to Officers’ 
Training Camp, where I was com- 
missioned in the Infantry. I was 
sent along with others to Texas 
and there a number of us trans- 
ferred over to the newly-organized 
Air Corps. During my nearly four 
years in the army, my principal 
concern was to get as much fun 
out of life as I could. 
I gave little or no thought to 
my spiritual poverty. I did occa- 
sionally wonder about life, why we 
were here and whither headed, but 
not seriously enough—at least not 
to do anything about it. It was 
only after I had had a very serious 
crash that I began to take stock 
of my spiritual bankruptcy. Surely 
there must have been a reason for 
my miraculous escape. As I now 
look back, I can see that our Lord 
had other plans for me. 

In 1920, after another close call, 
I decided to leave the army and 
to resume teaching. I am sure that 
our Lord was again guiding mé. 
It was at this new school that I was 
to meet the young lady who event- 
ually became my wife and who was 
so responsible for my ‘ultimate 
spiritual awakening. However, l 
am gettting ahead of my story. 
Soon after I got out of the army, 
I became active in the Masonic 
Lodge that I had joined before I 
entered the army in the vain hope 
that I might find the answers to 
the questions that request? 
troubled me. Vain hope indeed! 
Even though I became Master of 
the Lodge, my question remained 
unanswered. 


Married A Catholic 


I had gone around with many 
girls during these years, all of

~ battlefield of San

the Mexican soldiers because these 
men knew what it meant. 


They knew that the Texans were 
recalling the siege of the Alamo. 
The Alamo was a church in San 
Antonio where only a few months 
before an entire garrison of heroic 
Texans had died to the last man 
rather than surrender to the Mexi- 
can army. Thus the slogan summed 
up for every Texan his reasons for 
fighting on and also served notice 
on the Mexican army that this was 
not just anohter battle. 


Years later, soldiers, sailors, 
marines and airmen of the United 
States had occasion to use another 
such slogan which will go down in 
the history of this country. It was 
“Remember Pearl Harbor!” Every 
American knows what that slogan 
means and what it recalls. Like 
the other, it struck terror into the 
hearts of the enemy and carried 
our men on to eventual victory 
against the Japanese. 

As I write this, President-elect 
Eisenhower is laying a wreath at 
the foot of the flag pole in Nation- 
al Cemetery in Pearl Harbor to 
commemorate the men who died 
in that battle. 

As Christmas approaches in this 
year of 1952, all humanity is being 
asked to remember still another 
slogan. Civilization stands on the

public speech which only served 
to infuriate the Jews, and he was

salem. 


But his death proved that a man 
could be happy when he suffer- 
ed for Christ, and one of the men 
who helped to kill him became 
the leading defender of the young 
Church. 


Stephen is described in the Bible 
as a man “full of faith and of the 
Holy Spirit.” We hear of him in 
the first Acts of the Apostles, writ- 
ten by Saint Luke. Conversions 
were on the increase, says Saint 
Luke, and the usual difficulties of 
a new organization arose. Appar- 
ently, the Apostles were not num- 
erous enough to take care of all 
their fast growing congregations. 
(We still have a shortage of 
priests!) So they called together 
some of those early Catholics and 
said something like this: “Why 
don’t you choose several men with 
good reputations, and put them in 
charge of this work?” 


Like Today's Trials 


The idea was adopted at once, 
and seven men were appointed as 
deacons. The first one named in 
the Bible is Stephen, who may have 
been one of the 72 disciples of 
Christ who is described as being 
“full of grace and power.” He went 
to work in the synagogue and there 
ran up against the usual obiec-
